Improvement.

| Peass,

Public Improvement a Primary
Consideration.

How Omaha is Benefltted by
Works Fifteen Miles
Above,

A Grouping of Solid Facts on an
Intoresting Subjeot.

A meeting of citizens was held in
the Board of Trade rooms last evene
ing to discuss the improvement of the
Missouri river and the matter of plac-
ing the harbor in condition.  Among
those present were I, Blickensderfer,
chief engineer of the Union Pacifie
railroad, Mayor Boyd, Wm. C. B,
Allen, Mr. Davis, assistant in the
water department, John Evans, Thos,
Gibson, Prof. Pontz, Wm. A. Gwyur,
L. B, Willinms, Joseph Sheely, Max
Meyer and Charles A, Pease, assistant
United States engineer in eharge of
riverimprovement.  The latter-named
gentleman  was sent on here by his
chief, Major Sater, to give informa-
tion in regard to the improvement of
the Big Muddy.

Mayor Boyd presided at the meet-
ing and introduced Mr. Peade, who
read alengthy paper on the subject of
river improvement,  The Missouri
drains 572,072 and has a length of
3,000 miles.  Its anmual discharge is
only about three-iuarters that of the
Ohio although its basin is two and a
half  times  as  large This is
owing to  the fact that in
its head waters and of its tributaries
comparatively little rain falls. Hence,
the size of the river is disproportion-
ately small measured by its draining
aren, At Fort Buford the river di-
vides into two branches of about equal
size, the Yellowstone and the Upper
Missouri, The
the Big Horn about 280 miles above
its mouth, and the Upper Missouri at
100 its three forks, the Jefferson,
Gullatin and Madison. Mr. Pease at
this point read a lengthy extract rrom
the official report of Major Suter on
the general subject of the Missouri.

He then continued:  The amount
of sediment in suspension rose greatly
with the stage and velocity of the
earrent, being much greater during
the floods of spring and early summer
than at any other time.

This is usually noted at high stages,
but is now most murked,

Last fall the length of the c¢hannel
helow the Omaha bridge to Bellevue
was 10,08 miles; since that it has been
reducod to 10,91 miles,

This loss oceurred almost entirely
at the eub-off in Bellevue bend and
in the fiest four miles helow Omaha.

At the latter locality the old bar,
which has since the old survey made
under the divection of Major Suter,
resisted the assaults of the spring
floods, is moved down stream a wile
ang neross the channel,

On the upper side of Bellevue bend
there were about four miles of almost
perfect river, and I had planned to
take o series of systematic u\mul'\‘utinllu
